New roles for Chard and Crewkeme 
hoqiitals hilt in-patient beds retained 


CHARD Hospital will become a “Step- 
Up” facility whilst Crewkerne Hospital 
will become a “Step-Down” facility fol¬ 
lowing a decision by Somerset’s Clinical 
Commissioning Group’s (CCG) Govern¬ 
ing Body.

The decision was part of a wider community 
health services framework, and means that in-pa¬ 
tient beds will be retained at both hospitals. How¬ 


ever, South Petherton Hospital will lose its in-pa¬ 
tient beds. 

Describing what “Step-Up” and “Step-Down” 
means, a CCG spokesperson said; “The county’s 
community hospitals need to have a clearly defined 
purpose and role. 

“‘Step-Up’ hospitals will be providing care to 
people admitted from home and who require 24 
hour nursing care with 
medical review or med¬ 
ical treatment. 

“Such hospitals 
should be combined 
with an Urgent Care 
Centre and include 
medical assessment and 
in-patient beds.” 

Chard Hospital is one 
of five given this desig¬ 
nation. 

The spokesperson 
added: “‘Step-Down’ 
hospitals would be pro¬ 
viding care for people 
who have been dis¬ 
charged from a district 
hospital but who still 
need hospital based re¬ 
habilitation. 

“Some in-patient beds 
would be available to 
help patients recover 
from ill health, but there 
would be a focus upon 
improving health and 


well-being and supporting patients with long-term 
conditions, like diabetes, chronic lung disease and 
dementia.” 

Crewkerne Hospital is one of seven given this 
designation. 

Amongst the proposals included in the review 
was a recommendation to permanently close 40 
community hospital beds. These beds have been 
temporarily closed for the last 12 months, and 
monitoring of bed usage over that time indicates 
they were surplus to requirements, according to 
CCG. 

CCG members approved the recommendation to 
permanently close 40 community hospital beds, in¬ 
cluding those at South Petherton Community Hos¬ 
pital. 

A spokesperson said: “There will ongoing patient 
and public engagement regarding the recommen¬ 
dation and the designation of community hospitals 
as either ‘Step-Up’ or ‘Step Down’. 

“This wider engagement will involve patients, 
carers, NHS staff and the public and get underway 
from early 2016.” 

Commenting, Dr Matthew Dolman, chairman of 
Somerset CCG, said; “There is no question of the 
CCG proposing the closure of any community hos¬ 
pital. However, people are living longer and living 
with more long-term illness, like diabetes, heart 
disease, dementia and chronic lung disease. 

“We must plan now if we are going to prepare 
our community hospitals to meet this rapid rise in 
demand for health services and achieve this within 
existing financial resources.”

‘We have been 
taken for a ride’ 


From the editor’s chair 


Where to go now after hospital beds shock 



by ‘inept CCG' 


■ FEELINGS of disappointment, frustration and of 
being taken for a ride have washed over us the last 
few days. 

Having fought against the Transforming Community 
Servives’ proposal from the Clinical Commissioing 
Group(CCG) last September, it was they who com¬ 
missioned a locality wide Stakeholder Reference 
Group in January to look at alternatives to their orig¬ 
inal proposals. 

Over a period of five months representatives in the 
form of councillors, GPs, League of Friends, Patient 
Participation Group and others, along with members 
from the CCG, debated and considered many alterna¬ 
tives. 

The final recommendations were deeply considered 
regarding both financial and personnel implications, 
allowing the CCG to save their £500,000 whilst giv¬ 
ing the community what they desired. At no time did 
the senior members of the CCG attend the meetings 
and showed no interest in the progress whatsoever. It 
therefore leads to them having no real understanding 
of the content of the proposals nor the strength of feel¬ 
ing from the group as a whole. 

This behaviour epitomises the lack of regard the sen¬ 
ior echelon of the CCG have for the community, sit¬ 
ting in their ivory towers making decisions without 
any consideration for the community as a whole. 
NHS England have clearly stated that Governing Bod¬ 
ies must engage more with the communities. This 
doesn’t mean paying lip service to it with the sole in¬ 
tention of driving through their original intentions at 
all costs. 

There were obviously some questions regarding the 
proposals and the cost saving that needed more clari¬ 
fication but the CCG, at no time, sought such clarifi¬ 
cation. They drew their own conclusions based on 
their already having made the decision last September 
which they were hell bent on implementing. 

In fact it became clear during the last few months 
that the process of engaging the community was get¬ 
ting in the way since attempts to communicate with 
senior people often fell on deaf ears. 

The nadir was reached when at the Eastern Locality 
Board meeting on May 27th it was announced that 
the GPs on the board were no longer eligible to vote 
due to conflicts of interest. 

The whole reason for the establishment of the CCG, 


I HATE to say I told you so - but I’m sorry to say I 
told you so! 

At no time during the months of delicate nego¬ 
tiations between campaigners trying to save in¬ 
patient beds at Axminster and the various and 
confusing NHS bodies did I feel there was any 
hope of saving the beds. 

When the cash-strapped NHS made the un¬ 
believable decision to spend up to £75,000 by 
challenging a High Court order to prevent the 
transfer of beds to Seaton, I never thought there 
was any way they were going to maintain inpa¬ 
tient beds in Axminster. 

I have the greatest respect for those on the 
League of Friends, a fantastic organisation 
which has done Axminster proud over many 
years, and the Axminster Hospital Action 
Group, for the manner in which they have fought 
to retain the beds. 

It has become clear that some of those meet¬ 


ings were extremely difficult but the Axminster 
campaigners maintained dignity throughout, 
conducting themselves in a professional man¬ 
ner and adopting a policy of working with the 
various groups to fund a solution. 

There were occasions when I thought they 
were being too conciliatory but they were led to 
believe throughout that a solution was possible 
and even probable. 

We now know that was not the case. 

The case of the disappearing nurses has been 
explained, although I find it hard to believe, but 
no mention has been made of the promise at one 
of the Axminster public meetings that further 
consideration would be given to the catchment 
area that the hospital served. 

And the one issue which must surely be ad¬ 
dressed at some time is how much has all this 
cost, especially in officer time, when the NHS is 
haemorrhaging money. 


As we are about to go to press, the CCG is 
hurriedly trying to issue a press release dis¬ 
missing some of the claims made on these 
pages. We will, of course, publish their re¬ 
sponse. 

It’s difficult to know where to go from here. 
Axminster, of course, is not the only hospital 
to be affected with Ottery also losing beds 
after an equally robust fight. And it looks like 
some of the community hospitals in South 
Somerset also have a battle on their hands. 

Efforts are being made to get our MPs to 
campaign for an inquiry into the whole sad de¬ 
bacle and some are putting great store in the 
fact that the Royal Devon & Exeter Hospital 
could well be running the community hospi¬ 
tals by the end of the year. 

However, that does not necessarily mean the 
beds will return.

as opposed to the previous PCT structure, was to en¬ 
sure that the decisions made were based on the clinical 
needs of the community. 

It was clear, prior to the meeting, that many of the 
GPs were looking favourably on the recommendation 
put forward by the Stakeholder Group. Could this 
have been why the vote was suddenly withdrawn? 

The MD, John Finn, showed no understanding of 
the details of the recommendations and his summary 
of them at the May locality board was both dismissive 
and frankly abusive towards the process that had been 
put in place by themselves. 

The latest is that in fact the CCG, who have been 
named as one of the poorest performing group in the 
country, are not actually saving the £500,000 but will 
be investing this in more care at home, which as yet 
has to be defined. 


How much longer do we have to put up with these 
inept and incompetent people running a failing “busi¬ 
ness” which is wasting OUR money? They have al¬ 
ready been put under special measures and yet they 
still continue to work in the same way. This is surely 
one definition of madness. Continuing to do the same 
things and expect different results. When they did do 
something different and established the stakeholder 
group, they refused to listen to it. 

How do we go about effecting change here? There 
are CCGs across the country who are working effec¬ 
tively with their communities to deliver excellence. 
The NEW Devon CCG do not appear to have looked 
at best practice otherwise they would not be in the 
state they’re in. 

I have no issue with people being paid high salaries 
when they are delivering excellent results. Surely 


NHS England needs to review the value for money it 
is receiving from the Directors of the NEW Devon 
CCG.

Friends. A sum of up to 
£300,000 was offered if 
in-patient beds tem¬ 
porarily moved to 
Seaton were brought 
back to Axminster Hos¬ 
pital. 

NDHT, the League of 
Friends and Axminster 
Hospital Action Group 
subsequently launched a 
joint recruitment cam¬ 
paign, which was ex¬ 
panded to also include 
posts in other parts of 
East Devon. 

The campaign was so 
successful that an 
Axminster in-patient bed 
reopening date had been 
set for late July. 

But the bombshell 
news that the reopening 
was off for the time 
being reverberated 
around town last Tues¬ 
day. The reason given 
was “sudden and signifi¬ 
cant staffing shortages”. 

The NDHT didn’t give 
a number of nurses, but a 
spokesperson said: 
“Having been in a posi¬ 
tion in June when over 
80 per cent of registered 
nursing posts for Axmin¬ 
ster were being filled by 
permanent staff, the fig¬ 
ure has since dropped to 
57.5 per cent. There are 
currently 4.27 full-time 
equivalent vacancies for 
registered nurses.” 

NDHT would not dis¬ 
close what had caused 


the sudden drop because 
of “staff confidentiality” 
but a source close to the 


recruitment campaign 
told Pulman^s View that 
three of the nurses had a 
sudden change of heart 
and accepted jobs with 
Hospiscare instead. 

When asked what has 
happened to staff signed- 
up and still committed, 
the spokesperson said: 
“They will remain rede¬ 
ployed to other sites as 
required.” 

The next question was 


if those nurses’ salaries 
are paid for by the 
money pledged by 
Axminster Hospital 
League of Friends, to 
which the reply was: 
“No. 

“Any employee de¬ 
ployed to another com¬ 
munity hospital while 
we worked to recruit suf¬ 
ficient numbers of 
nurses at Axminster has 
been filling vacancies in 
those hospitals. There¬ 
fore they are paid for by 
the NHS.”

Fire crews rescue three trapped 
after crash near South Petherton 


FIREFIGHTERS from Ilminster, Chard and 
Yeovil freed three people trapped in wreckage 
after a serious accident on the A303 between 
Southfields and South Petherton. 

All three were taken to hospital with varying de¬ 
grees of injuries. 

Firefighters were called just before 8.15pm on 
Wednesday, July 13th and a spokesperson for the 
fire and rescue service said; “The caller also re¬ 
quested ambulance and police assistance, so we 
notified them of the incident whilst mobilising ap¬ 
pliances from Ilminster, Chard and a dedicated res¬ 
cue tender from Yeovil. 

“On arrival of the first fire appliance, the officer 
in charge confirmed a road traffic incident, with 
one person out of their vehicle, and three people 
still trapped. The officer in charge requested addi¬ 
tional personnel and hydraulic cutting equipment.” 

A spokesperson for the ambulance service said 
that three vehicles were involved, with a total of 
four casualties. Of the three persons trapped, one 


suffered chest injuries, another casualty suffered 
leg and head injuries whilst the third one suffered 
shoulder and stomach injuries. They were all taken 
by road ambulance to different hospitals, in Bris¬ 
tol, Taunton and Yeovil. 

The air ambulance attended but was not used. 
Emergency services were at the scene for about an 
hour and were assisted by an off-duty doctor. 


Police name A303 victim 

A WOMAN who died on Tuesday, July 7th follow¬ 
ing a three-vehicle collision on the A303 near 
the Ilminster by-pass has been formally identi¬ 
fied. 

Laura Barbosa-Garrido, 28, from Spain was 
living in Taunton.

Recycing scheme a success 

A COUNTY campaign to recycle more food waste has 
been a success - thanks to people in Chard and 
Ilminster. 

Based on earlier trials in Street and Wellington, 
food waste recycling in 115,000 households in 
Taunton Deane, Sedgemoor and the Chard and 
Ilminster area of South Somerset jumped 20 per 
cent. If that rate is maintained, an annual extra 1,570 
tonnes of food will be recycled, saving Somerset 
council tax payers £51,000 every year. 

All food waste in Somerset is transformed into 
electricity and agricultural compost for local farmers 
at an anaerobic digestion plant near Bridgwater. 

The successful campaign will feed into the far 
wider discussions by Somerset Waste Partnership 
about the future of recycling and refuse services in 
the county from 2016/17. 

The results were praised by SWP managing direc¬ 
tor Steve Read: “This is a great result thanks to im¬ 
pressive efforts by families to waste less, recycle 
more and save cash. 

“While we are keen that people waste less food, 
and compost what they can, any and all remaining 
food waste must avoid the rubbish bin and be recy¬ 
cled. Let’s keep at it."

Celebrating 75 years of RNAS 
Yeovilton, the event saw aircraft of 
all ages thrilling spectators as they 
took to the sky with a breath-taking 
and exhilarating air display. 

Crowds of more than 37,000 flew 
through the gates and air day started 
as it meant to go on, wowing the 
crowds as the Sea King, flying the 
White Ensign, opened the show. 

The Vulcan B2, the “jet-powered 
delta wing strategic bomber” and 
biggest aircraft of the day, took to the 
sky thundering over the horizon and 
took spectators’ breath away. 

The world’s only flying example of 


the Cold War strategic bomber is in 
its last flying season and this, the last 
at RNAS Yeovilton. This was a sad 
occasion for thousands of flying fans 
and particularly emotional for Robert 
Fleming who originally saved the 
plane for public display. 

Mr Fleming has dedicated 18 years 
to extending the flying life of the air¬ 
craft, which served 60 years ago. 

He said; “I’m proud of my achieve¬ 
ment and of the team. It's the last 
time we fly at Yeovilton which is al¬ 
ways a brilliant home from home for 
the aircraft. 

“I’ll be sad to say farewell, but it’s 
the thousands of fans who I feel most 
sorry for. I always look at the crowds 
faces when the Vulcan flies - she 
brings a broad smile to everyone’s 
face. That makes everything we've 
done worthwhile.” 

Amongst the many impressive dis¬ 
plays, both static and flying, the 
crowds were bowled over by the Jor¬ 
danian Falcons and amazed at the 



skill demonstrated by the Fitts Special who capti¬ 
vated with their acrobatic and spellbinding agility. 

The Fleet Air Arm demonstrated their front line 
capability with displays from the Lynx Wildcat 
Maritime Force including the very latest edition to 
the Fleet Air Arm family the Wildcat HMA Mk2 
and the Royal Navy’s Black Cats Display Team. 

This was a significant public display for the 
Black Cats. For the first time, RNAS Yeovilton's 
resident helicopter display team took to the skies 
as a pair. 

Lead pilot Lt Dave Lilly said on landing after 
thrilling the crowd; “This was a fantastic and extra 
special display for us. It was the first time we've 
done a public display operating with the two new 
Wildcats at our home base in front if our home 
crowd. It's a privilege to show our community 
what we can do.” 

His display colleagues were Lt James Woods, 
Lt Ash Morgan and Lt Andrew Henderson. 

Other attractions included a field gun demonstra¬ 
tion by HMS Heron, this years record breaking 
winners of the Brickwoods trophy, and the Com¬ 
mando Helicopter Force Forward Operating Base. 

Ending the RNAS Yeovilton’s International Air 
Day was the ever-popular, adrenaline fuelled Com¬ 
mando Assault. This was particularly poignant and 
memorable, as the Sea King Mk4 displayed for the 
final time before going out of service in 2016. 

The Commando Assault was a farewell to the Sea 
King and an introduction to the FA A and CHFs 
newest aircraft, the Wildcat HMA Mk2 and the 
Merlin Mk3. 

Making this a truly joint display of aviation ca¬ 
pability, alongside the aircraft of the FAA and CHF 
were two Apache AH Is from the Army Air Corps’ 
Apache Display Team.

AS soon as I saw the 
musical director in 
rather a fetching suit for 
the first time, I knew 
this show was going to 
be something special... and it was! 

Whenever I see a CLOKS show I always think 
“How can they improve on this?” and they always 
do. The acting and singing is always impressive, 
but there are three other things that particularly im¬ 
pressed me about their recent production of “Guys 
& Dolls” in Chard Guildhall. 

First of all, the costumes. Not only were they 
highly authentic, but there were several changes 
throughout the show- costumes like these would 
easily grace a West End stage. 

I think this was the best dressed CLOKS show 
Eve seen, especially as the majority of them were 
made by the company. 

Next, I really liked the use of the live Sally-Ann 
band - the wheeze and thump was very authentic. 

Finally, I always bang on about the hugely lim¬ 
ited stage space at the Guildhall, but in this show 
the choreography really took that into account; the 
dancing was great, but when the stage was over- 
populated, the choreography was minimalised 
very cleverly and wittily, relying on gesture and 
expression. 

The show is a very challenging one to produce, 
with its changing of scenes, numerous cast and 
some difficult songs. The company is now well- 
established and the acting, especially from the 
principals, gets better and better. 

First, congratulations to John Davis who I think 
has not yet played a role as high profile as this. A 
difficult role too, as Sky, an older, sugar-daddy, 
gambler type - very assured indeed. 

I think Otterly Farey is one of my favourite 
singers. Technically, her voice is very good, but 
she adds something special, a kind of yearning that 
really tugs at the heart strings. She played Sarah 
Brown intelligently, portraying her mood changes 
- sober to tipsy and back again - very authentically. 

I was very impressed with the acting of Grace 
Evans. A hugely energetic, varied yet finely nu- 
anced portrayal of Miss Adelaide, a nightclub en¬

New pathway to provide 
access to village facilities 

SEAVINGTON Playing Field Association (SPFA) will 
celebrate its 40th anniversary with the official 
opening of its new “Access All'' footpath on Sun¬ 
day, August 2nd by a member of the founding 
committee, Chris Wills. 

Over the last six months local residents have 
overseen the project which has seen the con¬ 
struction of a high quality footpath across the 
playing field, connecting the village to its facilities.

New Digs for Dogs 

FBRNB Animal Sanctuary's £X million New Digs for Dogs 
building was formally opened in March this year. 

BBC Somerset presenter Matt Faulkner cut the ribbon to 
the joy of sanctuary staff, volunteers and supporters who 
spent months fundraising for the project. 

Based in Wambrook, near Chard, and founded in 1-939 by 
the late animal activist Nina Douglas-Hamilton, Duchess of 
Hamilton and Brandon, Feme Animal Sanctuary originally 
looked after the pets of servicemen and women who were 
going away to fight for their country. 

The sanctuary's old, dilapidated kennel facility, which was 
nearly SO years old could not withstand another winter, and 
so was demolished during March Z019-. 

The hard work then began to raise the funds needed for 
the new build. While an incredible £500,000 has come from 
the charity's reserves saved specifically for this purpose, the 
remaining £500,000 was raised through donations and spe¬ 
cial events in less than a year. 

The new centre enables the sanctuary to double its current 


Some 
of the animals come to Feme because they have been 
neglected or are no longer wanted. Others come to us 
because of circumstantial changes of their owners. All 
animals are given the care, attention and TLC they 
need to enjoy a happy life while they are at Feme.

The Mayor of Chard, Councillor Jenny Kenton, who at¬ 
tended the opening, said: "Andy and I frequently visit Feme 
with our grandchildren, and were absolutely thrilled to be 
part of the celebrations. To raise half a million pounds in 
under a year is such a fantastic achievement and just goes to

BIF HISTORY OF THE AXMOUTH VILLAGE SHOW 


THE show began in 1942 when 
a Red Cross fund raising com¬ 
mittee was formed, led by a 
young Jim Cross and Len 
Weekes, a gardener at Sted- 
combe Manor. They decided 
that a grand fete was needed to 
lift the spirits and raise the 
much needed cash for this cru¬ 
cial part of the war effort. They 
were invited to hold the fete at 
Stedcombe Manor by its then 
owner. Miss Stephens. 

The fete was an enormous 
success and the committee de¬ 
cided it would be repeated an¬ 
nually as a flower show each 


year, with a great array of home 
made goods on sale, as far as ra¬ 
tioning would allow. When the 
war ended, the Dig for Victory 
campaign was in full swing and 
the Show transferred to the 
Webber’s camp field, combined 
with the Village Produce Asso¬ 
ciation and started raising funds 
for various charities including 
those for soldiers and seamen. 

However, the rise of conven¬ 
ience foods and the general de¬ 
cline in vegetable growing 
meant that the Flower Show had 
gone into decline by the early 
eighties and at the same time 


costs had increased dramati¬ 
cally. A decision was taken to 
run the show in the Village Hall 
with stalls and fundraising in 
the car park. This provided an 
opportunity for a review of the 
Show, and a new committee 
then took forward plans for a 
major event in the centre of the 
village. 

The offer of a field on an an¬ 
nual basis, from Lady 
Loveridge and her late husband. 
Sir John, has led to an in¬ 
crease in the size of the show. 

Last Years Show went well, 
with over 400 contributions to 


the competitions in the Main 
Marquee. The Entertainment 
kept the visitors busy through¬ 
out the afternoon and feedback 
on the Event was very positive. 
This led to the creation of a new 
committee committed to main¬ 
taining the traditions of the Ax¬ 
mouth Village Show.

ANXIETY and stress can often create symptoms 
that in time cause illness. Anxiety is known to 
produce noticeable physical symptoms, such as 
rapid heartbeat, high blood pressure, and 
digestive problems. In General Anxiety Disorder 
(GAD) and Social Anxiety Disorder (SAD) the 
symptoms become so severe that normal daily 
functioning. Clinical Hypnosis and Cognitive 
behavioural therapy (GET) are common 
treatments for stress and anxiety disorders and 
can be very effective in changing thinking and 
responses. 

In contrast with GET and in may ways very sim¬ 
ilar to Hypnosis Mindfulness and mindfulness- 
based therapies (METs) seek to change the 
relationship between the anxious person and his 
or her thoughts.

Instead of 
avoiding or withdrawing from these feelings, the 
focus is on remaining present and fully 
experiences the symptoms of anxiety. Instead 
of avoiding distressing thoughts, opening up to 
them in an effort to accept that they are not 
literally true, just ideas and imaginings often 
related to the past or future events but no less 
unreal in the present. 

Ey remaining present in the moment aware of 
the breath and the body, individuals can learn 
that the anxiety they experience is merely a 
reaction to thoughts. Ey positively responding to 
threatening events instead of being reactive 
they can overcome an mistaken stress fight-or- 
flight response, and take control of their life.

The game settled down after 
this with both sides playing 
some neat football without re¬ 
ally troubling the keepers, be¬ 
fore an excellent build up saw 
Bridport extend the lead on 35 
minutes. 

The experienced Warren By- 
erley saw Matt Condliffe mak¬
